THE THOUSAND ISLANDS 
T 
HE River St. Lawrence "Ah gram! 
as the Rhine’’, wa* discovered by 
a French explorer in 1595. 
In 1H15. 
Champlain explored the upper reaches 
of this majestic stream aud discovered 
these Islands. 
The origin of the name is evident 
to the beholder. Below Lake Ontario 
for a distance of some forty miles the 
river broadens to a width ranging 
from four to seven miles. Here begins 
this world-famous archipelago. These 
islands—sometimes in a string like 
links in a chain—again in just pell­ 
mell confusion, appear to block the 
channel.

Some authorities 
assert there are as many as 1,700. 
Composed mainly of rock or granite.

TOM HIGGINS* GREATEST FIGHT 
WITH THE INDIANS 


Tom Higgins was a noted Illinois 
ranger during the W ar of 1812. One 
morning near Fort Hills the Indians 
ambushed Tom's company and killed 
several of them. 
As they fled to the 
fort, Higgins stayed behind, vowing 
that he would get at least one Indian 
before he retreated. 
He got his In­ 
dian, but Just as he was preparing to 
mount his horse, Ranger Burgess, who 
was lying on the ground wounded, 
called out to him: "You won't leave 
me to the Indians, will you. Tom?" 
Higgins stopped and attempted to 
lift Burgess onto bls horse, but tho 
frightened animal jerked the reins 
from Tom's hand and dashed madly 
away. 
“You'll have to try to crawl to the 
fort, Burgess," said Tom, “and I will 
stay behind and keep redskins off." 
As Burgess crawled away, Higgins 
ran In another direction to lead the 
approaching Indians away from his 
wounded comrade. 
In a few minutes 
he was surrounded by the savages and 
they wounded him in the leg as be fled 
into a deep ravine. 
Be was nearing 
the fort when three Indians rose up 
before him. 
One of them fired and 
the ranger fell, wounded for the sec­ 
ond time. 
With a wild yell the Indians rushed 
at him with uplifted tomahawks, but 
Higgins rose once more and shot one 
of them dead. The other two then at­ 
tacked him with spears and toma­ 
hawks. 
Tom defended himself with 
his knife until he was knocked to the 
ground by a blow from a tomahawk 
which cut off one of his ears. 
Finally the ranger tore a spear from 
the grasp of one of the Indians and 
thrust It through the body of the oth­ 
er. He was pulled to his feet as tbs 
savage fell. The surviving warrior re­ 
treated toward his rifle and Tom, un­ 
daunted by his wounds, staggered aft­ 
er him. The unequal combat had been 
seen by the people in the fort, but they 
were afraid to come to his assistance 
until a brave woman, named Mrs. 
Pursley, cried out: 
"I will not see 
such a brave man die!" 
She sprang upon a horse and started 
to Higgins' ald. 
Shamed by her ex­ 
ample, several men galloped after her. 
They reached the ranger Just as a 
large party of Indians were ready to 
swoop down upon him. 
They threw 
Higgins, fainting from loss of blood, 
across a horse and carried him back 
to the fort in safety. 
Higgins did not recover from his 
wounds for many years, but In his old 
age he was given a pension for his 
heroic net and was made a doorkeeper 
In the state nasemhly at Vandalia.

(By the Aaaociated Presa) 
TORIO, Sept. 14.— lf tho present 
political situation in the F ar East 
is revised a t the W ashington con­ 
ference, then earlier acts of powers 
affecting the Pacific should also be 
reconsidered, it is argued among 
Japanese

ence. 
Professor M atsunam i, an author­ 
ity on international law who was 
a delegate to the Hague conference, 
insists, for example, th a t the P an­ 
am a Canal should be ptaced under 
international control for tne benefit 
of the world. 
He declares th at lf the confer­ 
ence asks Japan to evacuate Siberia 
and to abandon Korea and For­ 
mosa, then it should also ask the 
United States to return most of the 
United States to the Indians and 
grant independence to Hawaii and 
the Philippines. 
G reat B ritain, ho 
added, should then m ake Canada 
and A ustralia completely free and 
return Honkong to China. 
Apprehensions of drastic revision 
of Jap an 's position in the F ar East 
which are finding renewed expres­ 
sion are believed to be 
the in­ 
spiration of comments like these. 
The Yordosu says it is convinced 
th a t the conference will place Japan 
on the "chopping board." It fears 
th at the twenty-one - dem ands on 
China will be annulled and that 
Japan will be forced to evacuate 
South M anchuria. 
It attacks American annexation of 
Hawaii and the occupation of the 
Philippines, condems British policies 
in India, South Africa and China 
and warns its million of readers 
th at the white race looks upon the 
world as its exclusive possession and 
regards colored people as brutes. 
Japan therefore,

holds, should take the offensive at 
the conference and probe past acts 
of the white nations In whose foot 
steps Japan merely followed.

State Saved $62,975 
by Making Own Tests 
for Dangerous Germs 


OKLAHOMA 
CITY, 
July 
l l . — 
A total of 13.780 specimens of bac­ 
teriological. 
toxicological, chemical 
and beverage tests were made by 
the state laboratory here for the 
year ending June 30, at a net sav­ 
ing to the state of $02,975, ac­ 
cording to a report made today by 
Dr. A. R. Lewis, state health com­ 
missioner, under whose supervision 
the laboratory is directed. 
The saving to the state was com­ 
puted on fees that would have been 
charged by commercial laboratories 
for the various specimens, as the 
laboratory is a state institution to 
all county health officers, county, 
state and law enforcement officials 
and thereby free of any charges. 
The total number of tests made 
last year is slightly less than a 
thousand under the total for 1920, 
which, with 14,633, is the highest 
number made in the history of the 
laboratory. 
In 
1917, 
5.736 
speci­ 
mens were made. The difference in 
the number of specimens made in 
the last 2 years is attributed by 
Dr. Lewis 
to 
former Wasserman 
specimens from county clinics dur­ 
ing tho last year. 
The Wasserman test under the 
bacteriological division of the lab­ 
oratory leads in number all other 
specimens made. A total of 8,510 
of these tests were made in 1921, 
at a saving of $42,550, according 
to the report. Tubercular, Widol, 
smears, water, rabies and beverage 
specimens follow, with the smear 
ranking second to Wasserman 
in 
number.
